H. 3. taking their ground or Aſſize fromthe coorſe Coc- 
ket of ſeuen pound twelue pence, according to the 
Statute in that behalfe, made in the one and fiftieth 

yeare of the raigne of King Henry the Fhird:andal- 

though the ancient cuſtome & order of this Realme 

hath bin, that three half-pennie worth of White 

Bread, ſhould alwayes weigh one pennie worth of 

| Wheaten bread: and one pennie worth of houſnold 
| bread ſhould iuſtly weigh rwo peny worth of white 
| bread (as it appeareth by diners old and ancient Size 
| bookes heretofore ſet forth:) Yet the ſaid Statute 
| made in the one and fiftieth yeere of thnraygneof 
be äne Coe. King Henry the Third, ſheweth; chat the fineſt fort 
of White bread, ſhould bee drawne from the fine 
Cocket of ſix pouund cighteeneſhillings mentioned 
in

Maieſties Officers, 
in theſaid Statute , which diffcreth ſome what from 
thecoorſe Cocket of ſeuen pound twelue pence, & 
is ſomewhat leſſe in aſſize, then after the rate of the 
ſaid coorſe Cocket aforeſaid:which Law I haue fol- 
lowed in this my booke (omitting the odde Fracti- 
ons in money which are verie ſmall, and vnder the 
value of one half · pennie weight) whereby euerie 
Officer may perfectly diſcerne and know , what e- 
uery ſort of bread ſhould weigh in true proportion 
and rate, and how to aſſize the Bakers in all ſorts 
of their breads according to the ſame Law, together 
with ſuch allowance towards their charges for eue- 
y quarter baking, as is very reaſonable, and requi- 
oo therefore to be made and allowed, whereby all 
difficultic and queſtions hereafter may be auoyded: 
but alſo haue drawne the ſame vnto agreater and 
higher proportion in the prices of the quarter of 
Wheatc then heretofore it hath bin, as by the ſaid 
rates it doth plainly appeare: beginning the fame ac 
twelue pence the quarter of Wheat, and fo rayſing 
the ſaid Aſſize by ſixe pence increaſing in the qua- agg. catotes | 
ter of wheate, vnto three pound ſix pence the quar- ted vnte three 
ter. And whereas it plainly appeareth by the olde Pound fixe 
Aflize Booke (yet extant to by ſcene) ſet forth and guatter of 
publiſhed in the twelfth yecre of theraigne of King Wheat. 
Henty the ſeucnth, being neere one hundred yeeres 

aſt, that euery Baker ſhould then bee allowed two 

illings for all manner of charges in baking of a 
quarter of Wheat, ouer and aboue the ſecond price 
of Wheate, in the Market, by the which hee oughe 
to fizc his bread: which two ſhullings was allowed 
in this manner, viz. When 


To all Magiftratts andiothers bis 
When wheate was ſold for twelue ſhillings the 
quarter, the Baker ſhould bakeafter fourteene ſhil: 
lings the quarter. And at fourteene ſhillings the 
quarter, hee ſhould bake after ſixteenc {billings the 
quarter, as in the ſaid booke of Aſſixe is to be ſeene. 
| And foraſmuch as I doe finden and it moſt phinely 
rnechareerin Appeareth to the iudgement of all indifferent men, 
| baking greater (by cõparing the times now preſent; with the times 
nom then here Of one hundred yeeres paſt ) that at the publiſhing 
been of the ſaid olde Aſſize booke , all manner of charges 
| and other things neceſſarie belonging to cthelad 
myſterie of Baking, where far better cheap then how 
they are, vis. in fuell, yeaſt, ſeruants wages, houſe- 
rents, and charges of hoſpitalitie, and ſo generally of 
3 all other kind of things: and for as much as alſo di · 
kerry uers tryals, which of late I haue cauſed tobe made 
{ whearofdi» by ſeuerall Wheate taken in diuers Countries of this. 
n Realme of England, not onely in the view of mine 
1 owe eyes; but alſo in the preſence of expert and 
_ skilfull men, learned in the Lawes, hauing great and 
deepe knowledge in the aſſixing ofbread; lt doth 
manifeſtly and plainly appeare, that the Bakers at 
| that time might farre better cheape, and with leſſe 
(charge of ſeruants haue bakedaquarterof Wheat, 
| then no they can: (although the ſamorryals differ 
| pifrence in ſomewhat one from the other, by reaſon onely of 
| whe goodneſſ the diuerſities of the goodneſſe of Wheate) I doe 
Wheat. therefore thinke it verie good, neceſſarie and conus / 
nient for the better vnderſtanding ofall Magiſtrates 
and Offers, as is aforeſaid, that there be ſer downe 
in tis book oſthe Aſſizes of bread, that the 1 *

Muieſlies Officers: 
of Cities, Boroughs, and corporate Townes, where 
the three ſorts of Bread, viz. White, Wheaten, and 
Houſhold are vſually baked and ſolde, ſhall haue 
fixe ſhillings in allowance for the baking of euerie 
quarter of wheat ouer and aboue the ſecond price 
of wheate in the Market, by the which they ought 
to be Sized, becauſe of their great and daily charges 
and in bearing of Scot and Lot within the ſame Ci- 
ties, Boroughs, and Townes corporate, for cucry 
impoſition daily to be laid vpon them: which ſixe 
ſhillings is to beeallowed , according to the ſame 
former allowance in the ſaid twelfth yeere of the 
raigne of King Henry the Seuenth aforeſaid, in this 
manner, vis. when the ſecond Wheate is at twelue 
ſhillings the quarter, the Baker is to bake after eigh 
teene ſhillings the quarter, and the ſecond Wheate 
being at eighteen ſhillings the quarter, he is to bake 
after twenty foure ſhillings the quarter, & ſo in like 


manner as the price of the quarter of the ſecond 
Wbeate ſhall riſe and increaſe. And alſo that all

Preface to the Reader. 


The 
Iv He meanes haue been manifold in all ages 
(ff lowing Reader) mhich aut horitie by 
reaſon hatheſtabliſped in the variable, jet 
orderih gonernments of States & people, 
* for the holding them iu that moſt louing 
& member-like duiy, which one part oweth untoot hers, 
and euery of them to the ——_— of the whole body 
in beſt late. Amigwhich this hath hadhs ſpecial place, 
that in the common and ſtill continuing commerce, and 
interchangeable traffique , paſſing betweene man and 
man, countrie and countrie, each hath binlimite1to o- 
thers reaſonable liking, by a due obſeruation of ſuch Aſ- 
ſize in the matter of true weight and meaſure, as byge- 
werall conſent hath bin cõmended to particular practice. 
Now albeit that reaſon itſelfe may in this behalf ſeems 4 
ſufficient Schoole-Miſtris to enery man net regenerate: 
Yet when for the needfull uſe of thu equity, the Author 
both of reaſon and holy Religion, ſhall commend &com- 
mand it is be carefully kept of al ſuch as profeſſe them- 
ſelues to be his people(e that vnderthepenaltic of maſt 
fearefullexecrations to tbe violators of the ſame) how 
onght enery Chriſtian man to be carried with a conſci- 
ence of duty herein? upon which no doubt, ile moſt law- 
full and wholſome conſtitutions of this my natine coun- 
try of England were firſt founded, & ſtill do ſtand built:

nourable in anthoritie:moſt apt and proper for the war 
ranting of all lawfall Aſize both in weight & meaſure, 


which are io be vſed at this day, and within thu Realm; 
ſpecially,ſuch as concerne the Bakers, Brewers. & Inhal- 
ders directions. The not obſeruing whereof, vponſe ma- 
ni feſt and plaine a publiſhing, what ſballit elſe but note 
vVnto vs the menof worſt mark whether we reſpedt their 
conſcience towards God, or their vertuous cõuerſationin 
a Chriſtian Common-wealth? & if al Lawes eſtabliſped 
by lawfull authoritie, not repugning the Lawes of Gad, 


are to be imbraced by Chriſtian Subiects in a coſcionable 


obedience : by what excaſe then doe they think to wind 
ont from the deſert of ſuch diſobedience, at directij con 
trarietb both God & mans laws at once? Of which na- 
tare theſe are, that comand the true obſeruation of the 


, weight and meafure betweene man & man. In the book 


of Leniticus, thus me read, You fhall not doe vniuſt- 
ly, in iudgment, in line, weight or meaſure, you ſhall 
haue iuſt ballances and true weights. In the Book of 
Deut. thus. T hou ſhalt not haue in thy bagge two 
manner of weights, a great and a ſmall, neither ſhalt 
thou haue in thy houſe diuers meaſures, a great and 
a ſmal, but thou fhalt haue a right and iuſt weight, a 
perfect and a iuſt meafure ſhalt thou haue. Againe 
in the Pronerbes, Falſe ballances are an abominati- 
on vnto the Lord, but a perfect weight PRs

him:alſo in the firſt Epiftle tothe I heſſalonians thas it

thing(as euer one doth that vſeth falſe weight or mea. 
ſure (for the Lord is a reuenger of ſuch things.) By 
all which places & many ot hers that might be cited out 
of Sacred Scriptures, it appeareth, how ſpecially ibi vp 
rightneſſe in the vſe of weight and meaſure hath euer 
bin enioyned by God himſelfe, for a continuall practice 
among his people:and therefore meſſ ſbameleſſe are they 
before men, and no leſſe deſperate in defpiſing the reuen- 
ging hand of God: who beſides the penalties prouided by 
ciuill aut horitie for the holding them in awe,dare go on 
in ſo manifeſt contempt of his ſofearefall threats. Lea- 
ning therfore theſe deſpiſers10the diſpoſing hand of the 
Almightie,either in mercy to amend them, or in iuſtice 
to condemn them,1commend this litle Pamphlet(ſbrow 
ded under Gods & my Countries Lawes) to the reading 
& regarding of the common, get more conſcionable ſort 
of Subiects in the ſame. As vnto whoſe uſuall trades 
(/langing-for the moſt part vpon weight and meaſure) 
thepradtice thereof mois properly apper aineth, & for 
whoſe ſakes I haue ſatisfied my well meaning, in deline-
